AMSTERDAM, June 10,--Permanent 
economic and military union between 
Germany and Austria-Hungary, “ with 
the gradual disappearance of customs 
duties and frontiers,” is proposed by 
Friedrich von Payer, imperial vice 
chancellor of Germany, in a state 
ment published in the Neue Frie 
Presse of Vienna and quoted in the 
Vossische Zeitung of Berlin. 

Included in this scheme of a Mittel 
Europa under domination of the cen- 
tral powers are Russia, Poland, Bulga- 
ria, and Turkey. 

The vice chancellor points out that 
with this union once effected the peace 
of Eurepe would be in the hands of 
the Teutonic allies, the settlement 
of vexing problems arising from the 
war would be made more easy, and 
the solution of internal questions 
would also be facilitated.
